The German ephemerides, anno 
10. p. 53. by Sturmius fay, that in 
the northermoft countries, flames 
evaporate from the ftomachs of thofe 
who drink {trong liquors plentifully. 

Of thefe noblemen of Courland, 
who drank {trong liquors out of emu- 
lation, two died fcorched and fufto- 
cated, by a flame forcing itfelf from 
the ftomach. 

Lord Bacon, in his nat. univ. hift. 
affures us, that he had feen a wo- 
man’s body fparkling like fire; and 
that fuch flames would often rife in 
us, if the natural moifture did not 
quench them, as Lucretius obferves, 
v. 868.1. 4. and v. 1065. 1.6. Mar- 
cellus Donatus, in his mirab. hift: 
medic. fays, thatin the time of God- 
frey of Bulloign’s chriftian war, in 
the territory of Niverva, people were 
burning of invifible fire in their en- 
trails; and fome had cut off a foot or 
an hand, where the burning began, 
in order that it fhould go no farther. 

After thefe and other  inftances, 
what wonder isthere, faysour author,

{t teaches our children the practice 
of fimilar ats, and, as they have been 
overreached by their fuperiors, to en- 
deavour to overreach them in return. 
What can be more unjuit than the 
conduct of thofe parents, who, while 
they pride themfelves in the ing yentisty 
with which they deceive their chil- 
dren, exprefs the utmoft feverity and 
diipleafure, when their children at- 
tempt a reprifal, and are detected 
{chemes ot fimilar adroitnefs ° 

it would be a uletul tafk to enume- 
the various forts of deception 
wach itis the cuftom of ordinary edu- 
cation tuccethvely to impofe upon its 
lubyects. 
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The practice of deception is oy 
of thofe vices of education that ay 
moft early introduced into the trea, 
ment of youth.

There is in the 1 
world a long eftablifhed jargon of thi R 
kind, futhciently adapted to terrifyiity 
thofe, whoare to be terrified by a ref j, 
petition of well founding words. ie 
generally happens however that, after p 
the frit flag ‘¢ of human lite 1s con-Hm,, 
cluded, this fort of morality appeals 
fufficiently adapted tor every body’ 
ufe, but our own. 

Nothing can be more fubverfive of 
true mi rality, of genuine principle 
and integrity, than this empty anduf 

meanif 
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meaning cant. Morality has a foun- 
‘dation in the nature of things, has 
reafons too ftrong for fophiltry to 
fhake, or any future improvement of 
human underftanding to undermine. 
Rut this rotten morality will not a- 
bide the flighteit impartial examina- 
tion; and, when it is removed, the 
difipated and thoughtlefs imagine they 
have detected the fallacy of every 
thing that bears the much injured name 
of morality. 

It as been remarked, that there is 
a comnmon-place fort of confolation 
for ditrefs, which founds fufhiciently 
fyecious in the ears of men at eafe, 
but appears un fatisfactory and almott 
infulang to thofe who {tand in need of 
confolation. ‘The like remark might 
be extended to every branch of mo- 
rality. 

If | would diffuade a man from 
drunkennefs, gaming, or any other 
vice, nothing can be more incumbent 
fupon me, than to examine carefully 
| its temptations and confequences, and 
p afterwards to defcribe tnem with fim- 
plicity andtruth. I ought not to ut- 

tera word upon the fubject that 1s not 
pregnant with meaning. I {fhould 
take it for granted that the perfon 
with whom I expoftulate is a rational 
being, and that there are ftreng confi- 
derations and reafons that have led 
him to his prefent conduct. Morality 
Is nothing more than a calculation of 
pleafures ; nothing therefore which is 
connected with pleafurable fenfation, 
Can be foreign to, or ought to be de- 
{pifed in, a queftion of morality. If

It has been re- 
pPtated a thoufand times; it bas been 
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delivered down from age to age; and 
inftead of being, what all morality 
ought to be, animpreflive appeal to 
the ftrongeft and moft unalterable fen- 
timents of the human heart, is the 
heavieft and moft tedious homily that 
ever infulted human patience. 

Nothing tends more ettectually to 
poifon morality in its fource in the 
minds of youth, than the practice of 
holding one language, and laying 
down one fet of precepts, tor the ob- 
fervation of the young, and another 
of the adult. You fall into this error 
if, for inftance, you require your 
children to go to church and neglect 
going yourielf, if you teach them to 
fay their prayers as a badge of their 
tender years, if they find that there 
are certain books which they may not 
read, and certain converfations they 
may not hear. 

The ufual mode of treating young 
perfons, will often be found to fug- 
geft to children of ardent fancy and in- 
quifitive remark, a queftion, a fort of 
floating and undefined reverie, as to 
whether the whole {cene of things 
played before them be not a delufion, 
and whether, in {pite of contrary ap- 
pearances, they are not a {pecies of 
prifoners, upon whom their keepers 
have tormed fome malignant defign, 
which has never yet been properly 
brought to light. ‘The line which 1s 
ordinarily drawn between men and 
children is fo forcible, that they feem 
to themfelvesmore like birds kept ina 
cage, or fheep ina pen, than like be- 
ings of the fame nature. ‘They fee 
what is at prefent going onrefpecting 
them ; but they cannot fee what :¢ 
means, or in what it is intended to 
terminate. 

Roufleau, to whom the world is 
fo deeply indebted for the irrefittible 
energy of his writings, and the mag- 
nitude and originality of his ipecula- 
tions, has fallen into the common er- 
ror in the point we are confidering. 
His whole fyftem of education is a {= 
ries of wicks, a puppet-ihow exinb - 
LiOli, 
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tion, of which the matter holds the 
wires, and the {cholar is never to fuf- 
pe -t in what manner they are moved. 
The fcholar is never to imagine that 
his inftructor is wifer than himlelf. 
They are to be companions ; they are 
to enter upon their ftudies together ; 
they are to makea fimilar progrefs ; 
if the inftructor drop a remark whi ch 
facilitates their progrefs, it is to feem 
the pure effect of accident. * While 
he is conducting a procefs of the moft 
uncommon philofophical refearch, and 
is watching every change and motion 
of the machine, he is to feem in the 
utmoit degree trank, fimple, ignorant 
and und pautg. 

The treatife of Rouffe: au upon edu- 
cation is probably a work of the high- 
eft value. It contains a {éries of moft 
important ipeculations upon the hifto- 
ry and ftructure of the human mind ; 
and 1 many of his hints and remarks 
upon the direct topic of education, 
will be found of ineftimable value. 
But in the article here referred to, 
cetdiaas may be its merit as a vehicle 


findamental truths, asa guide ot 


af a€tice it will be found of the moft 
pernicious tendency. ‘The deception 
he preicribes would be in hourly dan- 
ger of di {cov ery, and could not fail of 
bei ing in aconfufed and indiftinG man- 

ner fufpected by the pupil; and in all 
caies of this {0 MT. a plot difcovered 
would be of incalculable miichief, 
while a plot rejected could have litle 
tendency to harm. 

~ Tf we would have our children 
frank and fincere in their behaviour, 
we mult take care that franknefs and 
fincerity fhall not be a fource of evil 
to them. Punifhment would find no 
fhare in a truly excellent fyftem of 
education ; even angry looks and 
words of rebuke would be wholly ex- 
cluded. But upon every fyftem i it can-- 


not tailto appear inthe higheft deor 
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er importance in the education , 
youth, than the infpiring them wig 
franknefs. What fort of an ide 
muft we form to ourfelves of a y OUR ) 
perfon, who regards his parent or ig 
{trucétor as a fecret enemy OT asa 
auftere centor, and who ts folicitom 
as much as poffible, to withdraw @ 
his actions and thoughts froin his of 
fervation? What fort of educati 
muft that be, where the thing prefle

EssAY ON CRITICISM. 

THe firft piece of criticifm im our 
language, worthy our attention, was 
fir Philip Sidney’s ¢ Defence of Poe- 
fie.’ Spencer 1s faid to have written 
a criucal difcourfe, called ‘ Phe Po- 
et ;’ the lofs of which, confidering 
the exquifite tafte and extenfive learn- 
ing of Spenfer, is much to be regrett- 
ed. Next came Daniel’s Apology ; 
then Ben Johnfon’s Difcoveries, .& 
Pretace to Gondibert, Hobbes’ Let- 
ter to D’Avenant, the Preface and 
Notes of Cowley (whote prote {tyle, 
by the way, is admirable) Temple's 
hifays, Dryden’s Eflay on Dramatic 
Poety, and his various Prefaces 
and Prologues, Rymer’s Preface to 
Rapin, and Letter on ‘Tragedy, Den- 
nis’ Reformation of Pocirv,:and the 
Kays of Rofcommon and Bucking- 
ham. Thefe (fays Dr. Warton) 
were the critical pieces that preceded 
Pope’s Effay on Criticiim, which 
was pubhiled without his name, 
May 1711, and (as Lewis the book- 
feller told me) did not fell at arft, ail 
tne author fent copies, as prefents, 
to feveral eminent perfons.

[t is not improper to obferve what 
great improvements the Art of Cri- 
uiciim has received fince this Effay 
was written. Wirhout recurring to 
pieces ot earlier date, and nearer the 
time in which itwas written, we have 
the Iflays in the Spectator and Guar- 
dian, Shatteibury’s Advice toan Au- 
thor, Spence on the Odyfley, Fenton 
on Wailer, and Blackwell’s inquiry 
mto the Lite and Writings of Homer.

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Some Domeftic Information relative 
to the Life and Charaétter of 
Fames, Firft Duke of Ormond. 


N Auguft 1671, one Edward Pur- 
cell an Irifhman did not only give 
out that he would kill the duke oi Or- 
mond, but in etteét faid as much in a 
petition which he prefented to the 
king. On this he was by warrant 
fent to the ‘Tower, and from thence 
in the November following to Bed- 
Jam ; where, notwithitanding the dif- 
raceful character of the man, he 
was vilited by three of the duke’s 
greateit enemies at court, 

On the 14th of March following, 
Sir Robert Holmes fell upon the 
Dutch Smyrna ileet, when the earl of 
Offory (his grace’s eldctt fon) com- 
manded a frigate, and behaved with 

reat gallantry. He attempted in the 
heht to fingle out admiral de Ruyter’s 
fhip, which he did: but this great 
commander (as he afterwards told the 
ftory to lord Arlington) faid, ¢ That 
he faw fome daring Knglith {park 
come towards him to get honour, but 
his butinefs being not to fight, but to 
keep others to it, he fairly took to his 
heels.’ But though the earl was much 
commended for this action, and got 
the blue ribband, and the command 
of the fleet in the abfence of prince 
Rupert, his father the duke did not re- 
liih his conduét; as there was no de- 
claration of war at that time between 
the two countries. : 

‘This and many other traites of de/i- 
cacy and honour made the duke not 
very acceptable to the-court. He 
however, never failed to pay punétual 
attendance on his majefty’s fervice at 
Whitehall ; * where, ({ays Sir Robert 
Southwell) it was very melancholy to 
fee him pafs the galleries with his 
white ftaff all alone, which I have 
twenty times obferved, and as often 
left all other things to wait upon him, 
and to join in imiling fometimes at 
the variety of the fcene.. Upon the 
whole matter he was now preparing

Between eight ani aime o'clock, came on 
at York an alarming thunder ftorm, accompanied 
with faow and hail. The lightning was very 
awful ; one great flath in particular was inftantly 
foilowed by a moft tremendous crack of thunder. 
The lightning (truck the top of the beautiful 
{pire of St. Mary’s church, Cuftle-gare, to 
which it has done fo much damage that a confi- 
derable part of it will be obliged to be taken 
down. 

Alout ten o’clock in the forenoon, there was 
at Lewes, and in the neighbourhood, a moft fe- 
vere tempeft. Twoclaps of the thunder were 
catremely foud and awful, and the lightning that 
precede. them fet fire to the fpire of Barcomb 
church, the flimes from which foor give alarm 
to the whole parifh, and caufed a number of peo- 
ple to affemble on the fpor, whofe exertions exe 
tinguifhed the fire, after burning, in three houts, 
between fix ant fewen feet of the fpire. The 
body of the church received no injury. The 
engines belonging to the town and to the Cliffe 
were fent ter, an! the latter one conveyed with 
all pohble eifpatch, but did not arrive in time 
to be of any fervice. 

The feverity of the ftorm was alfe felt in @ 
confiierable degree at Littlehampton, where the 
mait of a veflel lying in the river there was {plit 
in pieces by the force of the lightning, which 
alfs ftruck the captain, fome of his men, and @ 
boy on board, fo violently, that he lay for a long 
time to all appearance dead; but he at length 
f:ewed fume initances of returning life, and re- 
covered.——One of the ftricken men, in ,pulling 
ott his thire afterwards, found that a part of his 
fkin came with it. 

Several men on board a gun boat lying in the 
fame river, in like manner felt the effects of the 
eleétric fluid, but without receiving any material 
injury. 

A very lorge ball of fire was feen by feveral af 
the above feamen to fall in a fort of diagonal di- 
rection into the water, and the lightning was 
obferved with great pleafure by (many perfons at 
Litclehampton, to run in a very fingular, but 
beautiful manner, along the fwifts of a winde 
roill, near that place. 

By the violence of the wind on the above day, 
a Falmouth floop, with a very valuable cargo on 
board, was driven on fhore near the Pier Head, at 
Newhaven. The veflcl heeled fe much at one

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time, that her mainfail filled with water, which 
would inevitably Nave fun!? het, had it*not luckily 
fplic jut in time for her to right. The cargo is 
(aid to have receives wfich damage, but the floop, 
it is thought, will be got off agein without much 
mypury 

’ + new barn belonging to Mr. Carr, of Bed- 
djngham, was deftroyed by the power of the 
wind, one part oF which was carried to che dif- 
tance of where it was left on its bafe. 
A man was thatching it ut the time, who was 
thrown into a fewer, sear which the barn was 
fidhdiog, but was not hurt. 

About noon, the fame day, the fwifts of Her- 
field windmill! were driven round with fuch velo- 
eity by the frong gale which fucceeded the thunder 
and !ightning above mentioned, that the millers 
were enable by any miéans to ftop them, and the 
mill, in confequence, caught fire, and received 
other damage to the amoent of an hundred pounds. 
The flames were, however, very fpecdily extin- 

guifhed. 

One day lately, asa door and apothecary were 
vifiting a patient at Rowth, near Beverley, 
Isbouring under the fmall pox of avery dangerous 
fort, and were affembled in a low room of the 
houfe, with the mother of the patient, and fome 
other relarnves, they were al! of a fudden fur- 

rifed by a noife of a loud crack, and inftanrly 
Round themfelves finking wita the whole floor 
into a cellar beneath, which, from the. great 
quantity of rain lately fallen, was full of wate, 
where they remained till the fervants in an ad- 
joining apartment came to their affiitance, and 
providentially found them all fate, and what is 
more remark»ble, the young man, the pacient, 
who was confidered in great danger, began trom 
the moment of the accident to recover.

13, On the mosoing of the 
tith, the Cerberus, of thirty-two guus, Cap- 
tain Drew, arrived in Cawfand Bay from Cork, 
having under her convoy the Reynard of 20 guns, 
and Epervoir, of 16 guns, French privateers, 
which hadj been captured by her in November 
lat : During the night of the 10th and morn- 
ing of the with, the wind blew fromthe fouth- 
ward with great violence, attended by avery bea- 
vy fea, and for the mott part hard rain, This 
ftateof the weather continued until about half 
pait one o'clock, P.M. when the wind abated 
confiderably, and veered alittle to the weftward 
of the fouth. All the morning, till that time, 
the Reynard was in great danger of driving on the 
rogks in Fireftone Bay ; but fhe fortunately ef- 
caped, and is now fafe in Hamozze. As foon as 
the gale abated a little, coptain Drew, of the 
Cerberus, Mr. James Drew, acting lieutenant of 
the fame thip, and nephew to captain Drew, 
captain Pulling, late of the Penguin, of 18 
guns, now on the Cork ftation, Mr. Poore and 
Mr. Daily, midhhipmen, captain Drew's cox- 
{wain, and a blick fervant belonging to captain 
Pulling, toge:her with aboat’screw of fix  fail- 
ors, lett Cawfand Bay in the Cerberus’s barge, and 
fleered for Hamoaze, captain Drew having letters 
from admiral Kingfmill, at Cork, for the port 
admiral here. ‘They made their peffage very 
fately, though the fea ran very. hollow, until 
they came abreaft of Redding Point, and at the 
opening of Hamoaze ; but about two o'clock P. 
M. as they were palling the bridge, a very nar~ 
row channel, fituae between Mount Edgecombe 
and St. Nicholas’s Hand, they found, notwith- 
ftanding the wind had much abated, that the 
fwell of the fea there was very heavy, occafion- 
ed by the then ftrong ebb tide from the harbour 
running counter to the foutherly wind and fea, the 
ground beneath being very rocky, andthe water 
fhoal, Aithough we may faisly prefume that the 
utmoft care was taken by captain Drew to guard 
again accidents, be could not prevent the. mte- 
lancholy fate which awaited him and his ¢compa- 
nions ; when they got abreaft nearly of St, Ni- 
cholas’s Ifland, a heavy fea broke into the boat, 
which rendered her fituation very dcangerous. 
Capiain Drew now became alarmed, and initant- 
ly pulled off his coat to be prepared for the werft, 
at the fame time adviling all hands ia the boat ta 
confider of the beft means of faving their lives, 
in cafe any fill more imminent danger fhould arife. 
flis fears were foon realized, for the fea which 
firt (truck the boat wasin(tantly followed by two 
others, by which the foundered, and dreadful to 
relate, every perfon on board her, except two of 
the failors, perifhed,! Not being able to fwim, each 
of them fecered an oar, and op thele they were 
driven to the rocks at Mount Edgecombe, by 
which means their lives were providentially pre- 
ferved. Captain Drew was obferved by theie 
men for fome time combating the waves, and ¢n 
deavouring to reach the fhore, buthis ftrength 
being exhaulted, he funk in their fight: his 
coat has been fince picked up, and the Ictters 
for the port adoural found io the pocket of it. 
Captain Pulling had been lately promated to the 
rank of Poft captain, and took pafiage frum 
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Cork in the Cerberus, to join his majefty’s thip 
Hindottan, of 54 guns, now fitting in this har- 
bour for a ftore-thip, tothe command of which 
he was jutt appointed by the lords of the admi- 
salty. A thort time fince, he married a daughter 
of admira! Kingfmil!, whom, among many other 
dear relatives, he has leftto deplore this dread- 
ful cataftrophe. Captain Drew was unmarried, 
but has many very near relations at Saltath, about 
four miles from ‘he fpot where the accident hap- 
pened, to lament his unhappy fate.

THE indi ment was laid on achirge af wilful 
murder, perpecrated by Owen Dermot on Honora 
Maguire, on the 3d inf. in Thomas-ttreet. . The 
other culprits, Doran and Glennon, being aiding 
and abetting, 

The &.% witneffes, furgeons Deale and Koo- 
ney, proved that the deceafed, whorn they ref. 
peclively examined in Meath Hoipital, had re- 
ceived a gun-thot wound in the body, of which , 
afer languifhing from Sarurday night until the 
Monday following, fine expired. 

Patrick Henry depefed that the prifoner, Der- 
mot, an the nixhe of the 3d inft. about the hour 
of ten, or between ten and eleven, he was ac the 
houfe of Bryan Maguire in Thomas-ttreet; that 
he faw him in compeny with the two oher pre 
foners and three carmen, drinking in fait hovfe 4 
that one Michael Shavghnefly, a imith belong- 
ing to the ordnance, was in the houfe and cane 
with a meflage tu the prifoners and their compa- 
ny, that they could no longer be entertained trum 
the Jate hour of the night; that the priioner, 
Dermot, in confequence vecame turbulent and 
pointed a horfe prftol at his breaft, threatening, 
after many adcnonitions on the part of the witnefs 
co defit, to fhoot him; on which the deceaféd 
came up and faid, ‘* You murderer, do you mean 
to hoot the man ?"” Immediately after this ad- 
drefs the prifoner turned his pitol from che wit- 
nefs tothe deceafed, and fired it, by which fhe 
fell, and as the furgeons reported, a ball went 
through her body, the being very far advanced 
in pregnancy.
